Henry  Love  and  his  family  arrived  in  Xew 
York  City,  from  England,  on  the  10  th  of  June 
1836.  anti  immediately  began  a  journey  westward 

intending  to  settle  in  Illinois. 

He  went  to  Albany  by  steamer  then  continued 

to  Rochester  N.  Y.  by  the  Erie  Canal.  At  t..is 
city  he  left  his  family  and  takeing  only  his  son 
Thomas  kept  on  by  way  of  the  Canal  to  n  a  o, 

then  by  a  lake  steamer  to  DYrmt 

In  Detroit  they  nut  so  n;  Ei'lnh  tnends  who 
bad  already  bought  land  in  Marion.

While  in  Detroit  the  party  purcheseu  4  yoke  ot

drove  to  Cedar  lake  up  the  Grand  River  road 

which  ran  straight  out  from  Detrort  as  far  as  eye 
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could  reach.  Over  this  route  they  .  came  until 
t-Oey  reached  Ore  Creek  —  now  Lrighton.  here 
they  turned  west  and  arrived  at  the  homes  of  the 
Hoaghmds  and  Dennetts,  iu  tiie  present  township 
of  Hamburg,  where  they  remained  fora  Sundays 
rest,  Here  some  of  the  party  stayed,  but  the  re¬ 
mainder,  consisting  of  Henry  G.  Love  and  son 
1  ho  mas  and  Nephew,  William  Love  with  others? 
continued  their  journey  Monday  July  4th,  and 
before  night  reached  Cedar  Like,  east  side,  where 
they  camped. 

Later,  Henry  Love  bought  320  a -res  valued  at 
0t3  J  dollars,  in  section  33,  They  cut.  legs  to  build 
houses,  a  ad  the  Loves  soon  had  a  house  built  and 
the  family  came  on  from  ilcchecter.  a  crop  of 
wheat  was  sown  that  fall  on  5  acres  cleared,  hut 
sown  so  late  it  was  a  failure. 

About  the  first  thing  done  fh^y.cut  a  large  tree 
and  made  a  huge  canoe  and  put  it  on  Cedar  lake 
iiiis  was  the  first  boat  put  on  the  lake  bv  white 
men.

Nettie  Reed  was  born  July  10.  1870.  in 
Michigan.  She  was  married  Sep.  15,  189*2.  at  the 
Reed  home,  on  Prairie  Island,  Neb.  which  is  a 
tract  of  land  of  about  28  square  miles,  surround¬ 
ed  by  the  Platte  river. 

At  this  date  there  are  more  than  221  living 
descendents  of  Harlow  and  Fidelia  Reed. 

Harlow  .Reed  was  a  pioneer  settlor  in  Neb.  m 
1872  Experiencing  tha  privations  of  a  new  coun¬ 
try.  Droughts,  grasshoppers  and  Indians. 

A  Tribe  of  Pawnees  were  in  camp  near  ti.eir 
claim.  They  often  came  to  their  Tod  house  ^eg- 
ging.  One  old  Indian  often  can  e  just  at  beak  fast, 
time,  walk  in  and  seat  himself  at  the  table  aid 
proeede  to  help  himself  without  invite  oi  uige. 

Nettie  was  a  little  girl  then  ar.d  at  such  times 
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ebe  would  run  and  crawl  to  the  back  side  of  the 
top  ,?bunk”  and  hide  until  he  was  gone. 

They  often  talked  about  trading  ponies  for  her, 
sometimes  they 'would  bring  her  beads,  bead  work 
and  trinkets. 

Of  Harlow  Peed’s  family  of  ten  children,  5  are 
liring at  this  date,  May  1934.  Father  and  Mother 
Keed  are  buried  at  Central  Citv,  Neb.  Will  and 
Clarence  at  Laramie,  Wyo.  Henry  at  Scottsblnffs, 
Neb.  Gus  and  Gene  at  Crawford,  Neb.
